Known by the deceptively innocent 
sounding name of the Suf field Experimental Station* McCallum's lair 
is raaliy one of the moat frightening and secret places on earth. 
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Funded by grants from the John Boardman Society, the Harold Stassen 
Memorial Fund*, and the Claire Booth Luce Foundation* Dr. KicCallam 
in the early 1880 e s established this? scientific research facility 
to study many secret and dangerous projects. The pood Boron quijkly 
gathered some of the world °s moat brilliant and evil minds together 
to study ways to conquer the world and bring it under their control. 
Among those chosen to assist the Baron were the noted biologist Dr. 
Charies Reinsel- the famed Nobel Prize winner Dr. Gerald Pournelle, 
a specialist in alchemy (it was Dr. Pournelle who first successfully 
changed an ounce of gold to a billion rouble deficit)* Dr. John 
Konincr, one of the world's most brilliant radiopeerltonaloglsts? 
Dr. Peter H. Dimes, one of the best neurosurgeons in the worlds 
Dr. Lawrence O^Pecri, the world's greatest expert on the cross breed- 
ing of the Maldivian chinchillas^ and Dr. Montred Zelzanoloff, di- 
rector of the famed Cape Cassanova Space Works. 

These and other lea^inig men of science are gathered here as 
part of the great international conspiracy designed to bring the 
world into a total State of Peeriocracy (what; else?).

VISMTA (January 1901) James Nathanial Shoroy Reports (Interna- 
tional Mows Service Features) 

Before a cheering crowd of the ruling races of i\ us t r i a -Hun? a ry * 
composed in equal parts of Germans* Magyars* and Jews, His Most 
Royal and Imperial Highness and Majesty* Francis Josef II, Emperor 
of Austria, King of Hungary. Kin? of Bohemia* King of the Southern 
Sclavs, King of the Jews of Ruthenia, Kin? of Galacia*, and holder 
of innumerable other titles announced a new Constitution for the 
Empire, Strong central government of the former Dual Monarchy 
appears to be the result of the Constitution, although in foro it 
confirms the half dozen Reichstags an* Reichsrats and hundreds of 
provencial Diets with whom the Government has had to share power 
in their ancient rights . 

This reporter believes that the results will be to strengthen 
the power of Vienna, and the new Chancellor « Prince Clement Heterony- 
mous Bcnodok. The Imperial Court now has the power of review of all 
cases tried in all parts of the Empire, and the Imperial Diet and 
Aulic Council holds a minor , but probably expandable power of 
taxation over the realm. The Constitution con firms local autonomy* 
but in so doing destroys many of the powers of the various national 
governments. Under the guise of protection of racial minorities in 
Hungary, for example*, the provincial diets have been strengthened 
at the expense of the Hungarian Reichrath. Why Magyars should cheor 
this announcement is beyond the ken of the press corDS^ but undoubt- 
edly they sec this return to provincial rights as a weakening of the 
Chancellor and the hated Viennese rule. To this reporter it appears 
otherwise. The provinces are too weak to stand against the national 
assemblies* and will turn to Vienna for aich and there is no 
natural ally for them except Vienna., so that to keep their autonomy, 
thoy must buy it with their support for the Eraperor. 

i\ sinister presence, rumored to be a Tyrolian Count of Norman 
extraction* Graf Holoman von und tzu Innzbruch* Robert Peer* is saii 
to bo the architect of the new constitution,, and a powerful influence 
over the army, with whom he is also said to be popular. 

Part of the reason for the cheering of the crowd is undoubtedly 
the announcement by the Chancellor that Franz Josef will soon be 
King of Serbia in addition to his other titles.
